Beginning of What is Regarded as 
Germans’ Last Effort to Reach 
the French Coast.

NORTHERN FRANCE, Nov, 19, (Dis- 
patch to The London Daily Chronicle.)— 
The grim battle between Ypres and La 
Bassée has begun again, and the British 
troops are once more in the thick of the 
fight, bearing the brunt of the fierce 
German attacks. 

This battle, it is fully expected, is the

Tuesday night the Germans hurled 
their men once more against the British 
lines.. The battle began in @ storm, and, 
as in the majority of German attacks, 
the infantry were seen to be creeping 
toward the British trenches at about 5 
o’clock in the afternoon. It was then 
dark. The rain poured into the trenches 
and the cold nip of approaching frost 
permeated the air. 

On and on the German infantry crept, 
and this time they were not in close 
formation. The German guns thun- 


The English officera 
prepared to give them a warm recep- 
tion. They ordered their men to evac- 
uate some of the trenches, but the men 
were not leaving their positions because 
retreat was necessary. 

At 6:30 the first rifle shots rang out 
from a& number of the British trenches.

KAISER “BORN FOR CRISIS.” 


Beare the Strain Because His Con- 
sclence Is Clear, Says Hedin.

from France, This is the point on the 
‘northern half of the battle line where 
@ success by ‘the Allies would have the 
greatest military result. If they 
should be able to push forward in 
Belgium they would merely fold back 
thé German right flank. But if they 
can break through the German resist- 
ance at Arras they will be in a position 
to seize the supply route of the Ger- 
man armies from Albert to Soissons. 
If the Allies are able to force a wedge 
through to Le Cateau and to maintain 
this advanced position, the Germans 
would have no choice but to withdraw 
their, troops from the salient on the 
River Oise. 

Here they have maintained their 
position, only eighty miles from Paris, 
for more than two months. A further 
retreat by the Germans in this part of 
the line would probably give more 
encouragement: to the French, than 
would a success at any other point. 

The slowness of the French progress 

at Chauvoncourt, opposite St, Mihiel, 
shows'that they have not yet been able 
to deliver at the front the heavy artil- 
lery that is needed for a successful 
bombardment of intrenched positions. 
The German 11-inch howitzers, which 
have been mounted at Fort Camp des 
Romains, on the bluff above St. 
Mihiel, have an effective range of 10,- 
000 yards, or six miles. Until the 
French are able to bring forward 
artillery that can silence the fire of 
thege big German guns, they will be 
able to make progress only by the slow 
methods of sapping. 

This is the method by which the 
troops conducting a siege work their 
way up toward the position of the 
defenders in spite of being subjected 
to bombardment by their artillery. 
The attackers first construct a trench 
parallel to the defensive line and as 
close to it as they can get under the 
shelter of hills or small folds in the 
ground. Further advance over the 
open country would then be suicidal, 
yet no victory can be gained until 
the troops have worked their way up 
to actual contact. This is accom- 
Dlished by constructing zigzag trenches 
to provide safe routes of approach. 

From the first parallel trench the 
attackers start out an approach 
trench which is directed so as to 
clear the defenders’ position in order 
to prevent them from bringing to 
bear a fire along the — that 
would enfilade the working parties. 
All this work has to be done by - men 
who take protection in the completed 
portion of the trench and who carry 
it forward by digging out the bank 
at the front and -throwing the ex- 
cavated earth on the side toward the 
enemy to form a parapet. In spite of 
frequent relays, so that fresh men can 
work at maximum speed, the approach 
‘can be carried forward only as fast 
as the one or two men at the front 
can dig down a five-foot bank. When 
the approach gets too far to one side 
of the objective point toward which 
the attack is aiming, a zigzag turn 
is made, and -the trench is started 
back in the other direction to clear 
the opposite side of the enemy’s posi-~ 
tion. 

In cases where the length of the 
enemy’s line makes it impossible to 
advance by the zigzig method the ap- 
proach trench is driven directly to- 
ward the enemy’s field works. At 
every fifty feet, though, the. sappers 
burrow and make a tunnel for fifteen 
feet, on top of which there is raised 
a@ mound of the excavated earth suf- 
ficient to defilade the successive 
stretches of the approach. 

It is by sapping methods as above 
described that the British have gained 
their advances at Craonne and the 
French have worked their way to the 
Meuse River at Chauvoncourt in spite 
of the bombardment by the German 
artillery. It will be readily seen that 
such methods will take weeks to ac- 


complish what might be gained by one 


night assault under artillery pro- 


_tection. However, the results are ob- 
tained with enormously less loss of 
life. As the Allies have been fighting 
for time, they can well afford to adopt 


the slower and more humane methods. 

The German army of the Vistula, 
which has been engaged in the dash 
from Thorn toward Warsaw, has now 
been held for two days to the line 
running from Plock southwest to the 
Warthe River. The Petrograd dis- 
patch asserts that the Germans. have 
been driven back to the Bzura River, 
while the Berlin . dispatch. claims a 
victory over the Russian cavalry at 


_ Gratow, five miles west of this river. 


The German army has’ evidently 
struck a stronger resistance than it 
expected, but the outcome ‘of the bat- 
tle is not yet decided. 


North of the. Vistula River the 
Germans are endeavoring to entrap 
the Russian army that has been 
fighting near Soldau and Neidenburg, 
in East Prussia. While the troops 

withdrawn from the eastern frontier 
have been holding the Russians in 
front, a German army from Thorn 
has endeavored to:cut in behind them. 
Its advance on the north bank of the 
Vistula has, however, been delayed by 
Russian cavalry, and the Russians 
have withdrawn their army from Sol- 
dau to Miawa, where it will be in a 
better defensive position. 

There is an unconfirmed rumor that 
the Russians have made an advance 
into the lake region in the Hast Prus- 
sian theatre of operations. The Ger- 
mans have undoubtedly drawn heav- 
ily upon their strength in this field in 
order to adq@\to their chances of strik- 
ing a serious. blew along the Vistula. 
It is not unlikely that the Russians 
have discovered this weakness and 
that they have taken advantage of it 
to push forward in East Prussia. 
Every guhin that the. Russians can 
make in this district will shorten the 
length of their battle front and will 
consequently aid them in offsetting 
the increased mobility of the Germans 
due to their railroads. 

In the Galician campaign the Rus- 
sians are now before the outer line 
of defenses of Cracow. The stiffen- 
ing of the Austrian resistance due to 
gathering in their forces to a shorter 
front will, however, make difficult 
any further progress by the Russians 
in this field. Meanwhile they are push- 
ing forward minor columns of Cos- 
sacks into the passes of the Car- 
pathians, where they may soon 
emerge upon the Hungarian plains in 
raids similar to those that were made 
during the first Russian advance in 
September. 

In Armenia the fighting is now 
taking place close to the Russian 
border, both on the Erzerum plateau 


‘and in.the skirmishes south of Batum. 


The Russians attempted to make their 
first invasion with a force of little 
more than one army corps. The re- 
sult has been a defeat that will to 
some extent influence the local popu- 
lation and will consequently add to 
the difficulties of the Russian in- 
vasion when it gets under way. The 
Turkish Army in this district lacks 
both equipment and training. It must 
have largely outnumbered the Rus- 
sians to*have: gained this success over 
them. 

The Turkish advance to Kalat-en- 
Nukhl, seventy-five miles from.Akafa, 
shows that. their raid against. the Suez 
Canal has now got under. way. , Little 
information has been allowed to get 
out concerning the strength of the 
Turkish invading force or of .the 
army that Great Britain has collected 
for the defense of the isthmus. All 
that is known is that Great. Britain 
has here 15,000 Australians, several 
regiments of British. Territorials, and 
‘a large force of Indian troops. The 
fighting that is about.to take place in 
this region should soon develop more 
definite information as to the strength 
of the opposing armies.

rate of 82 to every 1 persons.

The honest voter in California is 
just discovering, to his amazement, 
that in the mass of amendménts he 
“was called upon ‘to deal with at the 
last election was one which vacated 
all the ordinances of San Francisco 
and other cities fixing rates for any 
kind of public service. This abolishes 
all the regulations restraining the ap- 
petite of the taxicab companies and 
other public malefactors. Henceforth 
they can charge what they please. If 
they had asked a Legislature to give 
them any such grant of revenues there 
would have been a revolution at the 
very least; but the plain peoplé have 
given it to them and are estopped 
from complaining. Thé honest voter 
cannot even Say he did not mean to

foolish. 

What the honest voter thought he 
was doing was to give the Railroad 
Commission the right to fix rates, but 
the artful language ‘of the amendment 
deceived him.

TUREEY AND THE MOSLEMS. 

The word that the Sheikh-ul-Islam 
has summoned the faithful “to fight 
* to. the uttermost against England, 
566 Russia, and France, the oppressors 
“ of Islam,” comes in somewhat ques- 
tionable shape through a dispatch re- 
ported to have been sent by. the Ger- 
man Kaiser to: the Crown Prince.

Thus at the outset the German plan 
‘was seriously interfered with, for the 
Moslems outside of direct T fh 
rule acknowledge p° authority in the 
Sultan to call them to arms except in 
defense of his office. Those of India 
especialy, who count for most in this 
scheme, would probably be very re- 
luctant to fight for the Sultan, even 
if he were attacked. They would be 
almost sure to refuse to follow him 
when he-is himself the aggressor, and 
when he is enlisted on the side of a 
Christian Power whom the Moham- 
medans have no reason to trust or to’ 
like. If it were practicable for this 
branch of the Moslems to gain com- 
plete independence they might take 
great risks to do so; but with the 
degree of autonomy which they now 
enjoy depending entirely on the sway 
of Great Britain and its restraint of 
their inveterate foes ihn India, they 
are much more likely to fight for 
than against her, 

It is to be noted also that the au- 
thority of the Sultan has been sadly 
lessened by the events of the last 
decade. The actual possessor $f the 
throne was installed by the Young 
Turks in the place of a predecessor 
who, whatever his political crimes 
and personal vices, had an undis- 
puted religious title. And he was 
installed by a rebellious army, com- 
posed in considerable part of avowed 
heretics, under the command of lead- 
ers whose faith was of the weakest. 
These leaders are fanatical Turks, 
but they are far from being: devout 
Moslems. ‘In their hands the present 
Sultan is but a puppet. His summons 
to arms might be for the faithful in 
India, Africa, and Turkestan only the 
call of a Turkish faction. 

There are other complications. Ap- 
parently Germany expected that the 
enlistment of Turkey would lead to 
like action on the part of Bulgaria, 
who could. be compensated by the 
recession of Adrianople and the ac- 
quisition of territory in Macedonia. 
But the Bulgarian Government has 
shown no sign of joining Turkey, has, 
indeed, informally renewed its decla- 
ration of neutrality,, while, on the 
other hand, Rumania inclines more 
than ever toward Russia. Conditions 
in the Balkans are certainly not de- 
veloping favorably for Germany and 
are not likely\to do so unless she 
should gain very decidedly on her 
Russian frontier. At present she has 
gained an ally of doubtful value, 
and has distinctly increased the risk 
of the accession of Rumania, Greece, 
and, ultimatély, Italy to the Anglo- 
Russian side.

RAISING PASSENGER. RATES. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission officially told the railways 
that they are carrying passengers for 
too little money, and that they should 
raise their rates. This the railways 
are beginning to do, the Pennsylvania 
and the Baltimore & Ohio. having an- 
nounced increases last week. It will 
be interesting to note the sequel. 
There are two possibilities in this in- 
nocent action by the railways. In 
the bland words of President Ra, 
“the policy of the Pennsylvania com- 
“pany is to embody the policy of the 
“ Commission.” That bells the cat. 
There is nd sort of doubt that the 
Commission, not the company, is 
responsible for the increase of pas- 
senger rates because the Commission 
-would not allow an increase of freight 





rates. The curious thing about) this 


is that under Government ownership 
passefiger rates are designedly low 
for the -most obvious reason. 
makes the Government and the rail- 
The opposite theory is 
that raising passenger rates . will 
make the Commission unpopular, 
since the railways cannot be held 
responsible under the Commission's 

hint. The Commission will not mind, 
of course. Inaccegsibility to popular 
clamor is one of its proudest boasts, 
and the unpopularity of the railways 
is one of its chief assets. If the Com- 
mission cared for any such things it 
would have reflected that passengers 
vote, but freight does not. ‘The sus- 
picion that the railways are getting 
after the Commission by adopting the 
process for getting rid of a bad law 


‘by making it unpopular is not based 


on facts.. The railways are simply 
doing as they are told. > 

That is on the theory that the Com- 
mission allows its orders to be ful- 
filled. That’ has not teen the case 
with freight rates. As fast as ad- 
vances have been made they. have 
been filed in the “investigation and 
suspension. docket,” until they have 
been disapproved. ‘Will the Commis- 
sion do with the passenger fares as 
it did with the industrial and tap line 
cases, eat its own words under the 
instruction of the courts? Or will it 
heap fuel on the fire under itself? 
Is the Commission looking for trouble 
with the Btate Commissions? Many 
‘States. have enacted low fare laws, 
and the railways cannot repeal such 
statutes, but it can, when the fares 
ate interstate fares. In the Shreve- 
port case it announced the; ‘principle 
upon which it has acted regarding, 
fares. through Arkansas, Missouri, 
and Oklahoma. The Commissions of 
those States claimed that 3-cent fares

FEDERATIONISTS AT THE WHITE 
HOUSE, 

The President received yesterday the 
representatives ‘of the United Mine 
Workers of America and the American 
Federation of Labor, which on the 
preceding day resolved that the Pres- 
ident should “operate the mines of 
“ Colorado in the interest of the peo- 
“ple.” It gave something of a shock 
to hear that the President received 
Mother JonEs at the White House, but 
the result of the reception left nothing 
to be desired. It is not known what 
the President said to the Federation- 
ists, but he might havé said that the 
matter was taken out of his hands at 
the recent election in Colorado. More 
is knowh there than elsewhere about 
the merits of the controversy, and the 
voters chose a Governor and a law 
officer pledged to restore order to the 
State. The remarks of a Colorado of- 
ficial in this city are quoted as fol- 
lows: 

Without respect to political distinc- 
tion the people elected by very large 
majorities the candidates who were 
most emphatic for law and, order and 
most bitterly opposed to the treason- 
able tactics of the United Mine Work- 
ers. 

These are the men with whom the 
President is asked to sympathize, not 
psychologically, but by exercising Fed- 
eral power within a State, in a man- 
ner for which there is neither prece- 
dent nor authority. The nationaliza- 
tion of mines is not a suitable subject 
for discussion when martial law has 
supplanted the civil law, and when 
there is a mandate from the electorate 
against the. petitioners. This is not a 
labor question, nor a question of sym- 
pathy with humble workers. It is a 
question of Government being asked 
to deal with truculent agitators, whose 
supporters carry arms and have a 
record of use of them against author- 
ity to which all men should submit. 

There is fitness in the presentation 
of such men on such @ mission to the 
President by the union member of the 
Cabinet, but there was no one present 
to represent all other Americans. The 
President is their sufficient represen- 
tative. The recollection of what he 
said to Mother Jonrs-gives rise to the 
hope that he made another suitable 
reply. .

THE AUDACIOUS. 


A Possible Explanation of How the 
Dreadnought Was injured. 


7'o the Bditor of The New York Times: 

in Tue Times recently, under the heading 
of Topics of The Times, allusion is made 
to strangeness of the fact, if it was fact, 
that the Audacious suffered the damage 
after the bow and -the greater part of 
the ship’s length had passed by thé sub- 
merged mine. If the case were one of a 
vessel striking a submerged rock the expla- 
nation might be more difficult. In such an 
instance the, object struck is stationary. It 
would be othe with a mine anchored in 
water twenty“seven fathoms deep. Such a 
mine connected with the ocean’s bed by a 
long cable would be susceptible of a wide 
range of movement, and a vessel of the huge 
bulk and displacement of the Audacious 
moving at any speed by it in close proximity 
Would inevitably actuate such movement as 
doubtless took place. 

It is, perhaps, needless to state that a vés- 
sel moving through ‘water excavates the 
water in her path by the bow, (fore body,) 
and may throw off by the waves formed 
anything floating that she might otherwise 
strike. The stern (afterbody) is not ad- 
vancing, but is receding from the water, 
and the water -must fill in the space that 
would otherwise be left by the receding 
bulk, in the case of this vessel many thou- 
sands of tons. The direction of this move- 
ment of water is largély transverse to the 
course of the vessel, and in a well-modeled 
vessel its greatest velocity may occur at 
about one-third of the length of the after- 
body from the extreme after end. Of course, 
such movemetit of water will carry with it 
any body floating in it and susceptible of 
movement. When the Olympic was struck 
and injured by the Hawke some stich ex- 
planation of like influence as here given

Coroners’ Physician Says the Office 
“),Doesn’t Look for Crime Uniess — 


Notified by Somebody. 
i 


Agents of. Commissioner of Accounts 
Walistein are making eegret investiga- 
tions of cases ° ‘where the .commission 
has been. told Coroners failed to hold 
| autopsies" or recommend action by the 
District. Attorney's: office, .. although 
grounds . existed for. suspicion that 
érime had been committed. These 
cases, it is believed by the investi- 
gators, will back* up the testimony. of 
Dr. James Ewing, Pathologist of Cor- 
nell Medical School, and’ others; who 
have said under oath that infanticide 
and scientific murder could te carried 
on in this city. with impunity, as far 
as any fear of detection by the Coro- 
ners’ office was concerned, 

Many Jetters containing information 
concernthe cases of alleged homicide, 
infanticide, and crimes of’ lesser de- 
gree have come to the Commissioner. 
He has been told of instances where 
deaths by poison were reported by the 
Coroners as due to natural causes,~ In 
at léast fifty cases Mr. , Wallstein: has 
received. information which he con- 


siders definite enough to warrant secret 
investigation . by is representatives. 
The charge that a Coronor’s jury, in 
one impo t case, was “ packed” is 
among the cases being investigated. 


Dr. Lehane No Detective. 

When the public ‘inquiry at the Com- 
missioner’s office was resumed yester- 
day Dry Timothy ‘D Lehane, physician 
for Coroner Hellenstein, was in the 
witness chair. Mr, Wallstein cited 
three specific ‘cases,. two. concerning 
the. deaths of infants, in which Dr. 
Léhane had given.as the cause of death 
As broncho-pneumonia.” He read to the 
physician the report on the record filed 
with the Health Department, and osked 
him whether it was possible to deter- 
mine. from the information on the 
record if the deaths had been due to 
natural. causes. The records indicated 
that the Coroner simply viewed the 
bodies at the Morgue and had made 
no autopsy or. detailed investigation. 
Dr. Lehane was indefinite in’ his an- 
swers: and .finally .cried out: “Show 
me the body and I'll tell you.” 

Mr. Walistein . asked Dr. 
whether gastro-enteritis: might © be 
caused by ‘poison.’ The” physician  re- 
plied “* No.” Dr.» James’ Ewing “had 
testified that ‘gastro-enteritis “could be 
caused by poison, and frequently was 


caused. 
a Lehane said he did\not think that 
the Coroner should adopt the rdéle of 
detector of crime. He would. advise 
the Coroner that an autopsy was neces- 
sary, he said, only :in~ cases ‘where 
imes were evident or’ when he was 
fold by relatives. of the deceased ‘ or 
by the “police or léarned from some 
other source that there was good rea- 


son to Velleve that a crime had been! 


commit tted. 

‘Don’t «you think that the lack. of 
autopsies a situation .where a 
erime could. be Sommtted and. go un- 
detected? * he was asked. 

“No,” replied .Dr.Lehane. He added 
that if a crime had .been-committed Le 
was satisfied that: there would be cir- 
cums‘ances which, would. arouse tne 
suspicion of the roner or his phy- 
sician and thus. bring about prosecu- 
tion. 

“Then the Coroners’ office does not 
take. action unless the. police or rela- 
tives or some one else notifies it that 
there was a crime?” he was asked. 

* Correct,” the witness. replied. 

Dr... Lehane. told. of being..sued for 
$250 in the case of Hassard against Le- 
hane for performing an autopsy... It 
was alleged that he did not have the 
authority; In 1911 the case came be- 
fore Justice: Goff ‘and the.Justice ruled 
in favor of the plaintiff. The physician 
intimated that that had much to do 
with his failure to hold autopsies. 

Then Mr. Walistéin brought out that 
the Appellate Division in May, 1912, had 
upset the Goff ruling, and held "that 
the--Coroner’s physician had the-au- 
thority to hold an autopsy if he re- 
ceivi the power to do so from the 
Coroner. He seemed to think that in- 
asmuch as Dr. Lehane was the de- 
fendant and had not paid. the $250, he 
should have heard of the decisfon of 
the Appellate Division and its interpre- 
tation of the law. 


Accusations Against Physicians. 
Another point which Mr. Walistein 
brought out was that. Dr, Lehane on 
some occasions had asked physicians at 
hospitals where he had been called on 
cases to sign the déath certificates and 
thus make it unnecessary for ‘him to 
make further investigation. 
Dr. Lehane said:that physicians in 
hospitals who wanted bodies for au- 
topsy purposes had-.told relatives of the 
deceased that if they objected they. 
would. notify the Coroners’ office and 
‘the bodies would be cut up into mince- 
meat.. Mr. Wallstein demanded toc 
names of the hos patale, and after much 
p yethe Drv. said they ware 
levue and the Harlem Hospital.
